Name of the officer and rank . — Shri Ganpat Ram, 
Subedar, Central Reserve Police, Neemuch. 

Statement of services for which the declaration has 
been awarded . — While a detachment of the Central 
Reserve Police was operating in the Patiala and 
East Punjab States Union, Information wag received 
on 19th April, 1953, regarding the presence of Kartara, 
a most dangerous and wanted daeoit, in the house 
of a sweeper in village Kishangarh in the Bhatinda 
District. Immediately, parties of the Central Reserve 
Police and the Patiala and East Punjab States Union 
Police rushed to the spot and cordoned off the house. 
Kartara opened fire from a safe position within the 
house, and the Police returned the fire. This exchange 
of fire continued for about two hours without any 


result. Thereupon, Subedar Ganpat Ram taking the 
Initiative, and, quite unmindful of the danger to his 
life, climed on to the roof of the house, dug a hole 
on one side of it and threw a hand grenade inside. 
The daeoit then fired a shot which narrowly missed 
the Subedar. Undeterred, this gallant officer dug 
another hole in the roof and this time threw a second 
hand grenade with such accuracy that it killed the 
daeoit on the spot. 

A rifle, some ammunition and an abducted young 
girl were recovered from the dacoit’s possession. 

In this encounter, Subedar Ganpat Ram displayed 
a high degree of personal courage and qualities of 
leadership, 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with It the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of Ins- 
pector of Police, as provided in rule No. 5,
